London, Sept. 29.—A state of war 
exists between Italy and Turkey and 
hostilities have begun. 
No sooner had the time limit Axed 
in the ultimatum expired than, ig­ 
noring Turkey’s conciliatory request 
for a period of delay, Italy declared 
war. The Turkish representatives in 
Italy were handed their passports. 
The Turkish commander, at Tripoli 
was asked to surrender the town, but 
declined and the Italian forces im . 
mediately occupied Tripoli and Ben- 
gazi. 
Apparently the Turks 
offered

resistance, but this is 
only 
an 
as­ 
sumption, as, immediately on landing 
the Italians evidently seized the tele­ 
graph line. From the hour of their 
landing no message of any kind has 
been received from Tripoli and dis­ 
patches sent to that place remained 
unanswered. 
•It should be noted, however, that a 
'onstantitnople dispatch announcing 
italian occupancy of Tripoli, makes 
no mention of resistance and no pro* 
test by the governor would be in lintf 
with the Turkish announced policy. £

Meantime Italy is actively pursuing 
hostilities.

An Italian cruiser landed troops at 
Prevesa after destroying a Turkish 
torpedo “boat destroyer and the Ital­ 
ian fleet has blockaded the whole Tri­ 
politan coast. 
There are unconfirmed reports that 
Turkey intends to send an ultimatum 
to Greece to abandon her claims on 
Crete and is massing troops on the 
Thessalian frontier. 
The greatest activity ensued in all 
the Bu rope an chancellories on 
re­ 
ceipt of the announcement that war 
had been declared and notification of 
a blockade given. 
It is expected the various govern­ 
ments will issue the customary neu­ 
trality notices and will devote their 
diplomatic efforts, as far as possible, 
to localizing hostilities to the com­ 
batant, Powers 
and 
especially 
to 
avoiding complications in the Bal­ 
kans.

London Elects New Lord Ma) or. 
rn I 
I 
, ondon* Sept. 29.—Having been an 
McAlester, Okla. I alderman for thirteen years and fillet 
the office of sheriff for one term, Sir 
Thomas Boor Crosby, wealthy mer­ 
chant 
and 
financier, 
today 
went 
through the solemn farce 
of 
being 
elected Lord Mayor of the City 
of 
London. He will be formally installed 
in office on November 9, when the 
time-honored pageant known as the 
Lord Mayor’s Show” will fake place. 
Unlike all other great ;#unicipalit- 
ies, London’s 'Lord Mayor is not chos­ 
en by the people, though there was a 
time—some 200 or more years ago— 
when they really were elected by the 
citizens. 
But the aldermen, who are 
elected for life, decided that a posi­ 
tion so exalted as that of Lord 'Mayor 
should not be thrown open to outsid­ 
ers and made dependent on popular 
favor. So they fixed things up so that 
every 
alderman, 
if 
he 
live 
long 
enough, is assured of becoming Lord 
Mayor when his turn comes. When 
Sir Thomas Vesey Strong was elected 
last year, Sir Thomas Crosby was 
next ’ and now it is his turn to take 
the civic chair. 
The system pleases the aldermen 
and does not make much difference to 
anybody else. 
The 
office 
of 
Lord 
Mayor has long since been shorn of 
its once great powers and has be 
Gome a mere figurehead billet, though 
it is invested with more fictitious dig 
nity than any other post in England 
No more violent contrast is to be 
found the world over than that exist­ 
ing between the various duties of 
the Lord 
Mayor. 
Theoretically, 
at 
least, the King of Great Britain and 
Ireland atid Emperor of India cannot 
enter the city of London without his 
consent. \e t he spends a considerable 
part of each day dispensing justice up 
on the inebriates and other petty of­ 
fenders who have broken the peace 
of the square mile of territory over 
which he rules. In addition to his 
duties as a magistrate he is required 
to attend probably five hundred pub­ 
lic and semi-public dinners, balls, re­ 
ceptions and 
meetings 
of 
various 
kinds during the year he spends in 
the high office. 'For tehse duties he 
receives a salary equal to that of the 
president of the CnitedSStates and 
twice as that of the Prime .Minister 
of Great Britain. 
(Perhaps it is as well that the Lord 
Mayor nowadays does not possess the 
supreme power of some of his ear­ 
ly predecessors. The Mayor who did 
fealty to 'Henry III, for instance, had 
the temerity to add, “My lord, so long 
as you unto us will be a good lord 
and king, we will be faithful and 
duteous unto you.” Then there was 
the Norman Mayor who, being inter­ 
rupted by a member of the mob when 
reading what would now correspond 
to the riot act, merely ordered the 
offender to be taken into a neighbor­ 
ing street to be beheaded, and went 
on reading. 


Papers Break Faith With Governor. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Sept. 39.—As 
the result of their violating instruc­ 
tions regarding the release of Gov. 
Lee Lruce s statement concerning the 
special session of the legislature and 
printing the statement as soon "as it 
was received by them, the "unfair” 
list of daily newspapers in the gov­ 
ernor s office has been somewhat en­ 
larged.

Print the special /session statement 
until it was released by the instruc­ 
tions which accompanied each copy. 
(Printed copies of 
the 
governor’s} 
statement were prepared and mailed 
to something over 
600 
newspapers, 
and since many of the country papers 
had been asked for, information up­ 
on which the statement was based 
the governor thought it was no more 
than fair to them to permit it to ap­ 
pear in their columns the same day it 
did in the dailies. For that reason 
Thursday of this week was fixed as 
the date. No sooner did some of the 
small dailies get hold of the copy 
rhan it was sent to the printer and 
fhen to the press, thus “scooping” by 
that method the remainder 
of 
the 
state. 
Other papers, while not printing 
the statement, made editorial refer­ 
ence to it and gave the definite in­ 
formation usually under the guise of 
‘having learned from an authoria- 
tive source that there will not be a 
special session.” 
When the correspondents swooped 
down upon the governor’s office to­ 
day Private Secretary Amos said he 
could not help the matter, since the 
action of some of the 
editors 
had 
been a violation of ethics, but that 
those papers would be remembered 
in the future. A copy of the state­ 
ment was purposely withheld 
from 
one newspaper, owing to the fact that 
in practically every instance hereto- 
ioie no regard has been given by it to 
the request to hold matter for certain 
release date.

‘Wo Man ever felt the halter draw, 
With good opinion of the law.” 


John Trumbull at the time he pen­ 
ned these words, possibly never im­ 
agined that they would be quoted to 
picture the man who violates a City 
Ordinance against the keeping of hogs 
within the city limits of a city, and 
in that respect 
‘‘feels 
the 
halter 
draw.” lit should not be necessary for 
one to add a word to what is contain­ 
ed in the language quoted above in 
order that it might constitute a com­ 
plete answer to what Mr. Roland had 
to say in his letter of Friday con­ 
cerning the hog situation. No man 
who is convicted of murder, or who 
has violated the 
law 
against 
that 
crime is in favor of the law, neither 
is the bootlegger, or the gambler, or 
any other person who is violating a 
law openly, in favor of the enforce­ 
ment of that particular law. I do not 
mean to compare the people who have 
hogs in town to the 
gamblers, 
or 
bootlegger, but it is the principle that 
I am trying to illustrate. Mr. Roland 
is keeping hogs in the city limits and 
has been informed against I am re­ 
liably informed, and has been await­ 
ing trial for that offense. Is it any 
surprise then that he should cham­ 
pion the repeal of the hog ordinance. 
I am not coming to the defense of 
the person who signed his or her 
name as “citizen”, as I have no idea 
as to who said person is, and I cer­ 
tainly am never afraid to subscribe 
my name to anything which I have to 
say on any question at any time, but 
that person whomsoever he may have 
been, it seems to me “rang the bell” 
in his statem ents in that article. 
I 
am unalterably opposed to the re­ 
peal of the ordinance, and I do not 
deem it necessary for me to state rea­ 
sons for my position, as they are 
m atters of common knowledge and to 
state the mwould be to impose upon 
the time and tem per of the reader. 9n 
the article of yesterday it was stated 
that petitions had been filed with the 
council asking the repeal of this or­ 
dinance. If I am properly informed, 
and I have seen at least a part of 
said petitions, Mr. Roland is abso­ 
lutely mistaken as to that. The pe­ 
tition was one which had been circu­ 
lated in all parts of the town and 
merely asked the council to exempt 
certain parts of the city from the op­ 
eration of the 
ordinance, 
and 
it 
should have been circulated in my 
opinion only in said proposed dis­ 
trict. Those petitions have at this 
time all been withdrawn from the 
council by Mr. Roland himself, as J 
am informed. 


Mr. Roland’s principal effort how­ 
ever it seems is to defend the po­ 
lice officers from blame for their fail­ 
ure to enforce the 
hog 
ordinance. 
Mr. Roland, 4,Lets play the game fair” 
and to begin with I shall state a fejw 
propositions on the enforcement of 
all law.” 


1. 
All executive officers are elect­ 
ed for the express purpose of en­ 
forcing the law that is on the stat­ 
ute books at the time he is elected. 


2. 
If there was an exception to the 
above rule, which there is not, a po­ 
lice Officer would be subject to the 
Mayor and council of the city. 
3. No officer should himself vio­ 
late the law, nor should he encour­ 
age others so to do. 
Stated as a 
general 
proposition 
these rules mean, That No Man (Not 
Even An Officer) Has the Hight to 
Violate the Law. 
At an election in April, 19-11, we 
elected a coterie of officials, the Chief 
of Police, being one of them, and I 
desire to state now and here that I 
voted for him and have supported him 
in all things in the Council where I 
thought he was right and shall con­ 
tinue to do so. At the time of said 
election and at the time he took the 
oath of office the hog ordinance was 
one of the laws of the city which he 
swore to uphold and enforce. More­ 
over at one of the early meetings of 
the Council, to-wit on the 22nd day 
of May, 1911, at a regular meeting of 
the council, upon motion of Wymore 
seconded by Timberlake a motion was 
made and passed, 
instructing 
the 
Chief of Police to enforce this par­ 
ticular ordinance, and he at the time 
promised so to do, bur so far as I 
know no complaint or other specific 
action was ever taken by him. A ru­ 
mor became current that the Chief 
himself had invested in divers swine, 
and that he was keeping them within 
the city, limits, statem ents became 
rife that the Chief had advised oth­ 
ers that they need not 
dispose 
of 
their hogs, Bear in mind that was last 
spring, before the hogs became fait 
and the very time when they should 
have been moved and at 
the 
very 


will favor the exclusion of hogs from 
the city, hereafter, if we will let him 
go this time. At the meeting of coun­ 
cil on 20 th day of September, when 
this question was raised Mr. Houn- 
shell himself, stood before the coun­ 
cil and admitted that he had hogs, 
and that if the council requested it 
he would remove them, this three or 
four months after the council had in­ 
structed him to enforce the hog law. 
What then? -I say is it any wonder 
that Mr. Roland and Mr. Hounsbell 
are in favor of the repeal of the hog 
law? Nay verily, but if they should 
t,ake any other position in this world 
they would convict themselves of the 
rankest of hypocricy, and partiality. 
I have nothing personal in writing 
this communication. It is the first I 
have ever submitted to the press. But 
the people are eutltied to know, and 
that is my reasoii^for jumping into 
print. I have no objection to submit­ 
ting the question to a vote of the 
people, but I shall oppose the re­ 
peal by the council of this law. 
Question: Has the chief of Police 
the right to set aside the law of the 
city, and the specific instructions of 
the Mayor and Council? 
Adm.88ion: 
I hereby admit th at 
Roland is thoroughly consistent in 
opposing the hog law; and cham­ 
pioning its repeal.

ANOTHER JOHNSTON FLOOD 


D E ST R O Y S^ ™ . TOWN 


Austin, Pa., Oct. I.—Estim ates of 
the loss of life in the flood that over­ 
whelmed the town of Austin yester­ 
day, diminished today when an army 
of volunteer rescuers worked its way 
into the masses of wreckage. In the 
opinion of many on the ground, the 
number of deaths will not reach 150, 
while the less hopeful place the list 
of fatuities at 300. 
The property loss will exceed $6,- 
000,000, and it is the general belief 
that the town will never be rebuilt. 
Two, at least, of the large plants will 
never be reconstructed, and a m ajor­ 
ity of the business men have been 
ruined. 
State Officials in Charge. 
State officials in charge of the sit­ 
uation, after a hasty canvass of the 
population, today expressed the be­ 
lief that not more than 150 are dead 
in the wreckage. Only sixteen bodies 
have been recovered at a late hour 
tonight. Chief of Police D. E. Baker, 
however, believes that fully 300 are 
dead or missing. 
The 500 men who had toiled all day 
In a heavy rainstorm abandoned their 
task with the coming of 
night. 
Al­ 
though they had moved mighty heaps 
of debris, fought fire and worked on 
without food, working to rescue bod­ 
ies, less than a score had been found. 
A battalion of state 
police 
then 
surrounded the town, and no person 
without a pass was permitted to en­ 
ter. 
Reports from Other Places. 
•Reports from Costello and points 
further down grew more encouraging 
as the day advanced. 
At Costello, while 
there 
was 
a 
heavy flood loss, it was learned that 
not more than three people were 
drowned. Beyond that point no fatal­ 
ities have been reported. 
Survivors will not suffer from hun­ 
ger or lack of care, as the supplies 
and necessary medicines that were 
rushed to them seem ample. E. iF. 
Bioknell, National director of the Na­ 
tional Red Cross, also arrived today 
bringing with him $15,000 in cash for 
immediate aid. Of the eight injured in 
the hospital none is fatally hurt. 
Shelter for Homeless. 
The homeless have all been pro­ 
vided with shelter. On the outskirts 
of Austin are a number of houses 
which were vacated by workers in 
the Koodyear Mill when the plant 
was dismantled. These houses have 
been filled with homeless people. The 
residents of Keating Summit have 
taken in the others several hundred 
in number. Provisions continue to 
arrive in large quantities. 
Many evidences of the tremendous 
power of the flood were seen today 
by the workers in the town. Engines 
weighing 25 tons had 
been 
rolled 
along the ground, an immense steel 
hopper was carried a half mile and 
thrown through the side of a house 
and steel freight cars were bent dou­ 
ble. 
The greatest damage was done by 
piles of cut lumber swept before the 
flood. This acted as a great battering 
ram which swept build!n 13 from foun 
dations and unquestionably caused 
the deaths of scores who otherwise 
might have escaped after surviving 
the first rush of water.
